Thij  leaves  $19,721,852  as  the  taxation  in  1889-90  upon  articles 
of  usefulness  and  necessity  paid  by  the  people  of  Canada.

But  it  must  be  remembered  that  under  oui*  System  direct  taxa- 
tion is  unknown  for  the  support  of  gênerai  and  provincial  govern- 
ments.  Out  of  this  amount  paid  into  the  gênerai  revenues  the 
Fédéral  Government  returns  to  the  provinces  $3,904,922  provin- 
cial subsidies;  pays  the  interest  on  the  provincial  debts  of  $109,- 
000,000,  équivalent  at  the  net  rate  to  $3,270,000,  but  which,  as 
some  of  it  bears  the  highest  rates  of  interest,  is  in  reality  much 
more  ;  pays  for  the  salaries  of  provincial  governors  and  judges  ar.d 
com-ts  nearly  $800,000,  or  in  ail  about  $8,000,000.  This  is  returned 
yearly  to  the  différent  provinces  for  purely  provincial  purposes, 
and  such  as,  in  the  United  States,  the  varions  States  hâve  to 
support  by  direct  taxation. 

Let  us  see  also  as  to  the  incidence  of  this  taxation. 


THE  INCIDENCE  OF  TAXATION. 

AU  agrée  that  luxuries  should  pay  most,  and  that  necessary  and 
Btaple  articles  should  either  pay  less,  or  pay  nothing  at  ail  ;  and 
that  if  taxation  is  to  be  laid,  it  should  be  so  laid  as  to  compensate^ 
by  its  stimulation  of  industries,  its  employment  of  labor,  and  the 
increased  oonsumption  which  it  gives,  for  the  burden  upon  the 
country,  and  which  is  necessary  for  the  carrying  on  of  the  Gov- 


ernment.  Now,  if  that  be  true,  Canada  to-day,  inhergeographi- 
cal  position,  with  her  natural  resources,  of  the  peculiai*  kinds 
that  they  are,  is  a  country  which  is  particularly  happily  ëituated 
for  the  System  of  taxation  which  bas  been  the  policy  of  this 
country  from  1878  until  the  présent  day.  For,  Canada  is  a  coun- 
try which,  in  comparison  with  most  countries  in  tho  world,  bas 
an  advantago  in  possessing  an  over-supply  of  the  great  staples 
which  are  nccessary  for  food,  for  lodging,  and  for  the  staple 
wants  of  the  country.  She  has  her  forests  with  their  immense 
resources  ;  and  the  bouses  that  are  to  be  built,  the  barns  that  the 
farmers  and  the  people  require,  and  those  works  which  require 
lumber  as  their  staple,  find  in  the  country  itself  great  resources 
in  that  respect,  with  a  surplus  going  every  year  into  the  foreign 
markets  of  the  world.  The  same  is  true  with  référence  to  the 
great  cereal  productions  of  the  world.  Canada  is  a  country 
which  produces  more  wheat,  produces  more  barley,  produces  more 
etaple  foods  of  most  kinds  than  is  necessary  for  the  sustenance  of 
her  people,  and  in  those  ways  she  is  happily  situated  so  far  as  the 
great  necessaries  of  life  are  concerned. 

THE  EICH  MAN'S  CONTRIBUTIOÎir. 

Now,  to  corne  down  to  what  may  be  considered  a  very  com- 
mon,  but  a  very  practical  illustration,  let  us  take  the  case  of 
three  persons  to  illustrate  the  incidence  of  the  taxation.  Hère 
is  our  well-to-do  man,  who  has  means,  who  has  luxurious  tastes, 
and  who  is  disposed  to  gratify  thera.  With  that  no  one  finds 
fault,  but  this  country  says  that  if  be  is  disposed  to  gratify  them, 
and  has  the  means  to  do  it,  be  shall  pay  a  tax  for  doing  it  if  be 
goes  outside  the  country  to  obtain  bis  luxuries  and  to  get  the 
tbings  which  be  desires.  If  such  a  man  as  that  buys  in  the 
city  of  New  York  $1,000  worth  of  fine  furniture  and  brings  it 
into  Canada  the  country  taxes  him  to  the  extent  of  $350  upon 
that.  If  be  is  musically  inclined  and  buys  a  piano  which  is 
worth  $ljOOO,  be  pays  upon  that,  when  it  comes  across  the  cus- 
toms  Une,  $230.  Tf  he  is  fond  of  statuary  and  makes  an  invest- 
inerit  in  that  Une  to  the  extent  of  $500,  he  pays  $175  in  duty  in 
bringing  it  across  the  Une.  If  be  buys  expensive  plate  to  the 
value  of  $500,  the  duty  upon  it  is  $150.    If  he  wears  jewellery,

L'année  expirant  le  20  juin  1890  a  été  remplie  d'événements  les 
plus  propres  à  inspirer  le  respect  et  la  confiance  dans  le  gouver- 
nement de  Sir  John  A.  Macdonald. 

lo  La  saisie  de  vaisseaux  canadiens  par  des  croiseurs  améri- 
cains dans  la  mer  de  Behring,  pour  la  prétendue  violation  des  lois 
des  Etats-Unis,  a  donné  lieu  à  des  complications  que  tout  le  monde 
connaît.  Cette  affaire  a  été  conduite  avec  habilité  et  vigueur  ^ar 
Lord  Salisbury,  aidé  de  l'actif  ministre  de  la  marine  du  Canada, 
l'honorable  M.  Tupper,  qui  a  suivi  avec  beaucoup  d'intelligence  et 
de  soin,  les  phases  du  débat.  Il  ne  s'agit  pas  ici  d'une  question 
politique  et  le  gouvernement  recevra  sans  doute  tout  l'appui 
auquel  il  a  droit  pour  le  maintien  des  lois  internationales  et  des 
droits  des  pêcheurs  canadiens.

Que 
serait  aujourd'hui  le  Canada  sans  Je  fertile  Nord-Ouest,  sana 
ses  vastes  lignes  de  chemins  de  fer  et  ses  superbes  canaux  qui 
représentent  les  artères  de  notre  vie  commerciale  et  qui  nous 
valent  notre  existence  comme  peuple  et  notre  prospérité  ? 

Toutefois,  il  ne  faut  pas  oublier  que  l'augmentation  de  la 
dette  dont  parlent  tant  les  chefs  et  la  presse  de  l'opposition,  n'a 
pas  été  entièrement  contractée  par  les  conservateurs.  Malheu- 
reusement pour  le  Canada,  les  libéraux  furent  au  pouvoir  de 
1874  à  1879  et  leur  gouvernement  nous  a  laissé  un  dossier  qu'il 
sera  fort  instructif  de  consulter. 

Le  premier  juillet  187H,  la  dette  nette  du  Canada  était  de 
$99,848,461  et  les  libéraux  qui  prirent  cette  année-là  la  direc- 
tions des  affaires  publiques,  restèrent  au  pouvoir  jusqu'à  1878 
Or,  le  premier  juillet  1878,  la  dette  nette  du  Canada  s'était  éle- 
vée à  $140,362,069.  Il  y  eut  donc  sous  leur  administration,  une 
augmentation  de  $40,613,608,  soit  une  moyenne  de  $8,102.721 
par  année. 

La  moyenne  annuelle  de  l'augmentation  de  k  ette  durant 
les  dix-huit  années  du  régime  conserf ateur  a  été  de  $6,700,000. 
Mais  il  faut  se  rappeler  que  c'est  aussi  sous  le  règne  des  con- 
sei*vateurs  qu^  furent  faites  les  grandes  dépenses  se  rattachant 
an  chemin  de  fer  Intercolonial,  au  chemin  de  fer  du  Pacifique, 
aux  Territoires  du  Nord-Ouest,  ainsi  qu'aux  dettes  et  aux  sub- 
vectiQns  des  provinces.  Si  nous  retranchçns  ce  qui  a  é^é  alloué

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The  Défense  of  Fort  Sullivan         5 

(lecidcd  to  attack  Charleston  first  ;  it  was  then,  as  now, 
tlic  most  important  city  in  the  South,  and,  as  alvvays, 
(|uite  spoiling  for  a  fight!  Early  in  June,  the  British 
lieet  of  some  fifty  vessels  appeared  off  the  bar  of 
C'iiarleston  Harbor.  Unaccountable  delays  prevented 
the  attack  until  the  twenty-eighth  of  June.  The  Amcr- 
icans  were  not  idlc  (hiring  this  period.  The  South 
Carohnians,  under  the  energetic  leadersliip  of  Governor 
Rutledge,  had  been  busily  engaged  in  putting  the  har- 
bor, the  city  and  the  province  in  a  state  of  défense. 
The  miHtia  had  been  called  out  and  the  érection  of  a 
rude  fort  had  been  commenced  on  the  southern  extrem- 
ity  of  Sullivan's  Island,  whicli  commanded  the  channel 
some  three  miles  from  the  town.  The  Island  was  low, 
sandy,  and  in  parts  thickly  wooded  with  palmetto  trees. 
Adjoining  the  Island  on  the  seavvard  side  and  separated 
from  it  by  a  small  inlet  was  another  body  of  land, 
known  as  Long  Island,  which  was  a  bare  strip  of  sand, 
dotted  hère  and  there  with  a  few  bushes. 

To  the  second  régiment  of  the  North  Carolina  mili- 
tia.  Colonel  William  Moultrie,  had  been  entrusted  the 
construction  of  the  works,  for  the  défense  of  the  Island 
and  the  protection  of  the  channel.  Out  of  tiie  palmetto 
logs  on  the  Island,  they  built  a  square  fort  with  bas- 
tions at  each  angle  called  Fort  Sullivan.  Two  rows  of 
logs  notched  and  bolted  together  with  wooden  tree- 
nails  and  placed  about  eighteen  feet  apart,  with  the  in- 
terspace  solidly  filled  with  sand,  formed  the  enclosure. 
General  Charles  Lee,  who  had  been  sent  to  take  charge 
of  the  défenses  of  the  province,  sneered  at  it  as  being 
absolutely  untenable,  characterizing  it  as  a  probable 
slaughter-pen,  and  predicted  that  one  British  frigate 
would  knock  it  to  pièces  in  an  hour!  Ail  the  British 
frigates  présent  seemed  to  hâve  entertained  the  same 
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Schuyler  had  called  ont  the  militia  of  Tryon  County, 
uiider  the  command  of  General  Nicholas  Herkimer,  a 
vétéran  soldier  in  his  sixtieth  year,  who  resolved  to  re- 
lieve  the  fort.  His  httle  arrny  of  some  eight  hundred 
nicn  pnrsued  tlieir  way  up  the  Mohawk  Valley  unmo- 
lested  until,  very  early  in  the  morning  of  the  fîfth  of 
Angust,  while  it  was  yet  dark,  they  came  near  to  the 
Oriskany  Creek,  aboiit  eight  miles  from  Fort  Stanwix. 
At  that  point  the  advance  was  halted  and  three  messen- 
gers  were  despatched  to  the  fort  with  a  request  from 
Herkimer  that  Gansevoort  would  fire  three  guns  imme- 
diately  npon  their  arrivai  and  make  a  sortie  to  engage 
the  enemy,  when  Elerkimer  would  advance  and  endeav- 
or  to  break  through  the  besieging  lines  and  gain  the 
fort,  and  thus  it  was  hoped  the  siège  would  be  raised. 
1"he  men  found  it  difficult  to  reach  the  fort  ;  the  long 
hours  dragged  away  and  no  sound  came  to  announce 
their  arrivai  ;  the  impatient  militia  under  Herkimer 
chafed  bitterly  at  the  delay,  finally  going  so  far  as  to  re- 
proach  the  gênerai  for  not  permitting  them  to  go  on. 
He  was  suspected,  most  unjustly,  of  Tory  leanings,  and 
his  principal  officers,  Colonels  Cox  and  Paris,  did  not 
refrain,  in  the  stress  of  their  excitement,  from  apprising 
him  of  their  suspicions  and  charging  him  with  cowar- 
dice.  The  wise  old  man  resisted  their  importunities 
and  disregarded  their  taunts  until  they  became  unbear- 
able,  when  he  reluctantly  ordered  an  advance. 

The  road,  or  way,  led  across  a  causeway  of  logs  car- 
ried  over  a  marsh  in  a  narrow  défile  thickly  wooded, 
in  which  an  ambush  had  been  carefully  prepared.  St. 
Léger,  to  intercept  them,  had  despatched  a  large  body 
of  "Johnson's  Greens"  under  Major  Watts,  many  oî 
them  neighbors  and  acquaintances  of  ï  xkirrer's 
men.    Between  thèse  antagonistic  bodies,  on  acc^      *■  of 
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
